Annual Rates per thousand: Rates in the form of "annual rates 


Crude Death Rates: 


per thousand men" are conventionally used in 
medical statistics and reporting. They serve 
the purpose of basing observations on a common 
time-period. Most annual rates in this report 
are based on observation of a month-long period; 
such rates can be converted to rough percent— 
ages for the month by dividing them by 120. 


This term applies to deaths from all causes 
among the entire army in the theater, as 
distinct from death rates specific for cause, 
age, risk, and so on. 
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HEALTH OF U. S. ARMY TROOPS IN SWPA 
January 1945 


1. NON-EFFECTIVENESS 


The estimated non-effective rate of 3.9% for January 195 shows an increase over the 
corrected rate for December 19). 


2. ADMISSION TO SICK REPORT 


The admission rate to sick report for December increased over that of November as 
predicted. The rates for non-battle injury, diarrheal diseases, respiratory diseases, 
malaria and dengue increased slightly. The corrected rate for respiratory diseases for 
November increased over October, contrary to the prediction based on estimated November 
rates. Incomplete returns for January 195 indicate that the admissions for the SWJPA 
will be somewhat higher. 


3. DEATHS 


‘ The crude death rate for the theater showed a marked increase during December due 
chiefly to those killed in action and those dying of battle wounds. The death rate for 
non-battle injury increased. Table on page 6 is presented for the purpose of showing 
the change in relative importance from year to year of the causes of death, excluding 
killed in action and died of wounds, It will be noted that there has been a marked de- 
crease in comparative importance of plane crashes as a cause of death. This is reflected 
in the similar decline of all injuries. The relative importance of disease, accidental 
drowvming and accidents by firearms has increased. 


he EVACUATIONS 


The evacuation rate for December increased more than 100% over November. The markedly 
increased evacuation rate for neuropsychiatric diseases merely reflects the general increase 
in evacuations. There were 968 air evacuations to the United States during the month of 
December. 


5. HOSPITAL BEDS 


There was an increase in fixed beds available of 6221 in the theater due to the com 
pletion of construction. The percentage of T/O beds occupied in the bases was 75.7% against 
74.7% for December. There were 782 vacant beds in the bases as of 3 February 195 of 
which ];250 beds were under orders to Luzon. 


6. DENTAL: 


In the SWPA it has ‘often been shown that as the troops moved to New Guinea and other 
forward Island Bases, the rate of incidence of stomatitis, Vincent's has decreased, which 
is confirmed by the inclosed chart. The attack rate for this disease is higher in areas 
where troops are in rélative close contact with the civilian population. There is little 
relation between the frequency of this disease and combat. It is noted from reports com= 
ing from the Philippine Islands that admissions for stomatitis, Vincent's are increasing 
as troops return to civilized areas again. The rate of jaw fractures in this theater has 
remained amazingly low, as noted in attached chart. Due to the increased use of artillery 
in the Philippine Islands, face wounds are much greater than was the case in the New 
Guinea campaigns. Facial cellulitis has declined until the rates are now well below those 


for troops in the U. S. and overseas.
